For purposes of providing a complete reply to the Action, Applicants elect the 
species represented by Group I (Figs. 1-12) for prosecution on the merits. Claims 1-2, 4-14 and 
16-20 read on Figs. 1-12. This election is made with traverse because the nature of the subject 
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matter is such that it would enable the Examiner to search all claims in the present application 
together without undue hardship on the Examiner. (See M.P.E.P. § 803). 

The Action also states that the inventors' declaration is defective because all the 
parties signatures are not present. Applicants respectfully assert that all signatures of the 
inventors are present. Each inventor signed a separate page of the declaration. Of the five 
inventors, two were listed on page 3 of 4 and three were listed on page 4 of 4. Accordingly, 
there are two executed pages for page 3 of 4 and three executed pages for page 4 of 4. A copy 
of the executed declaration is attached and contains the signatures of all five inventors.
